They are 
without grain weaknesses and similar defects found in wood. 


THE MASONITE PROCESS of converting wood into Presdwood is carefully controlled 
throughout to maintain constant uniformity and quality. The first step is the explosion 
of clean wood chips under high pressure steam. The result is a mass of wood fibres 
which are washed, refined, felted and pressed into dense boards of the desired thickness. 
No artificial adhesives, binders or fillers are used. The wood fibres are forever bonded 
together with lignin — the same that holds together the wood fibres in a tree. 


MASONITE PRESDWOODS have a hard smooth surface of a warm brown 
colour. They are completely free of knots and grain and possess equal 
strength in two directions—a distinct advantage in many uses. They 


are manufactured in a variety of types and thicknesses, enabling a 
designer or manufacturer to select the board best suited to his purposes. 


THE FABRICATION OF PRESDWOOD into finished products or parts is 
very similar to the working of wood. They can be sawn, shaped, routed, 
drilled on standard woodworking equipment or with ordinary wood- 
working tools. They can be laminated to greater thicknesses, using 
various types of adhesives. They can be die-cut, bent to simple curves 
and are receptive to any applied finish such as paint, enamel, stain, 
varnish, plastic sheets, veneers, etc. 


THE FINISHED PRODUCT that has been made of Masonite Presdwood is 
better because of the outstanding qualities of these basic materials; 
moisture resistance, structural strength, smooth surface, abrasion 
resistance, permanence. 
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e The designs in this book have been specially 
created so as to simplify construction methods, 
bringing them well within the scope of the 
average home craftsman. No special tools or 
expensive equipment are necessary for these 
smart modern units, all that is required can be 
found in most home workshops. The majority 
of designs call for only the construction of a 
series of simple frames which, when finally 
assembled, require only facing with the 
Masonite Presdwood specified. Timber sizes, 
too, have been kept within the range usually 
stocked by most timber merchants and should 
be easily procurable.

METHOD OF CONSTRUCTION: 

The exploded view of this kitchen unit does much 
to help explain the construction detail of the 
cabinet, and if followed closely should result in a 
tradesman-hke job. 
Construct the outside frames A, B, C, D, and also 
base M, then with the’ body assembled, fit in 
ahol division frames E, E Set out position of the shelves 
G, H, and drawer shelves F, and then nail and 





glue into their permanent position, check the 
framework for square, and then glue Masonite 
Presdwood on sides and back, Tempered 
Presdwood on top. Make up door frame to size 
required and glue Masonite Presdwood on face.

Method of Construction: 


Make up four frames A, B, Bl C, to sizes shown in material list below, clean and 
true up with smoothing plane. then assemble them to form the main structure of the 
| Chest using nails or screws and glue on each joint 


| Cut rails E. E into top and bottom frames. nail and glue, square up body of chest and 
attach Masonite Presdwood to back to hold “true “ fit glue blocks in comers as shown. 
Next cut-four rails D to the required length Nail and glue into position, Fit drawer 
guides as per sketch screwing into the styles of end frames The Masonite Presdwood 
can then be glued to the sides, top and front edges of the frame work, cramping 
where possible and avoiding excessive use of brads or nails, the holes of which will 
requure filling on completion of the jobs 

A small radius 1s then taken off the outside comers of the chest by sandpapering, 
taking care not to detace the surtace of the Masonite Presdwood. 

Next the drawers must be made First fit the front to the openings and mark off 
| the position of the drawer sides, which can be either grooved into the timber front, 
or. if preterred. a % in. block of timber may be used, as shown on page 23 The drawer 
back and sides are then positioned and fixed as in details Legs are of solid timber 
with 1% in rails mortised into them

ANIMAL GLUES (DRY): 
This type of glue is obtainable in the forms of sheet. diamond, pearl, 
powder or flour, to be mixed with water to the required consistency. which, 


for general purposes, is a concentration of 30 to 40 per cent. of glue by 
weight, the mixture being heated and applied whilst hot.

When measured by 
volume, ten parts of glue, lightly poured and not shaken and pressed down, 
to be mixed with thirteen parts of water, ie., one part of glue to one and 
one-third parts water. Add the glue powder to about three-quarters of the 
water, stirring to a thick paste. Continue stirring to break up any lumps 
which may form and gradually add remainder of water. It will be noted that 
the mixture is at first very thick,but after stirring for about fifteen minutes, it 
becomes liquid. creamy and syrupy. Care must be taken fo ensure that all 
mixing vessels are kept perfectly clean, and it is essential they are of glass, 
porcelain or enamel. It is important that containers in which the casein 
cement is supplied be kept tightly sealed. The working life of a mixture is 
two to four hours, shorter in severe summer conditions, and should be care- 
fully watched.

SEALERS: Most of the recognised paint manufacturers are now making special brands 
of sealers which will give every satisfaction, these sealers being obtainable in either 
clear or pigmented type. Alternative sealers for Masonite can be made from ordinary 
granulated glue, commonly known as glue size, or a coat of methylated spirits and 
shellac (french polish) can be applied. For prolerence the former is to be 
recommended.
